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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The Office action mailed 6/22/2010 indicated that claims 21, 24 and 25 would be allowable if written in 
independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. In the proposed amendment filed 8/19/2010, 
claims 21 , 24 and 25 were not written in independent form. Rather, the limitations of claim 21 were introduced into independent claim 1 . 
This amendment results in a new combination of limitations for each of the claims that depend from claim 1 . This amendment would 
necessitate further search and consideration. Furthermore, the amendment would necessitate a new rejection. For example, the art of 
record teaches that tobramycin is not able to supress a premature stop codon in agene mutated in ataxia telangiectasia (Xi et al. (2004), 
cited as reference 17 on the IDS filed 4/13/2009). Thus, a new rejection under 35 USC 112, 1st paragraph, would be necessitated by the 
entry of the amendment. Accordingly, entry of the amendment would necessitate further search and consideration.
